Hidden Tests 


A GOOD MANY people believe 


there will be no disarmament until the 
great nations settle at least some of 
their major outstanding differences. 
Others believe that the kind of inspec- 
tion necessary to strict enforcement of 
disarmament is for one reason or an- 
other impossible to achieve. 
For a 


long time the Soviet Union has given 
no sign that it. would allow effective 
inspection as.a check against nuclear 
tests, military installations, etc. Iron- 
ically, now that a possible change of 
attitude may be in the wind in Moscow, 
the problem seems to have become im- 
mensely more complex than before. 
Some of our experts, notably Dr. Ed- 
ward Teller, father of the H-bomb, have 
been saying that there can be no fool- 
proof inspection system today, that 


-, Russia could if it wished conduct nu- 
; clear experiments so secretly that they 
; would escape the most exhaustive 
' checks we could devise. 


HE HAS NOT explained how such 


tests might be conducted. . But some 
have indicated they might be held un- 
derground. 
Hence our own under- 


ground nuclear explosion of last Sep- 
tember is of the utmost importance as 
a gauge of what the Russians might try 
to do to cheat,us on disarmament. Un- 
fortunately, the whole matter of the 
possibility of secret tests, including the 
Atomic Energy Commission's initialre- 
port on the September blast, has how 
become mired in controversy. For one 
thing, Prof, Harrison Brown of Cali- 
fornia Institute of 'Technology, who 
worked on the A-bomb, is among those 
who disagree with the men'who insist 
nuclear tests can be hidden. As for-the 
AEC's report, it is stated that the uh: 
derground burst was reported as an 
earth shock wave no more than 250 
miles from the lest site. But this now 
turns out to be inaccurate. 


SCIENTISTS WHO questioned this 
report carried their views to a Senate 
committee. Senatorial inquiry disclos- 
ed that U. S. stations had picked up 
waves from the Nevada underground 
test all over this country and 2,300 
miles off in Alaska. The AEC now has 
conceded its first statement was wrong. 
Without trying to assess the blame for 
this error, we can all agree the mistake 
was serious. It goes right to.the heart 
of the issue of whether or not secret 
tests are in fact possible. A 250-mile 
wave is easy to conceal in the sprawling 
wastes of Russian Siberia. Obviously, 
sound policy cannot be made, and' 
Americans cannot make wise judg- 
ments about vital policy, unless infor- 
mation the government deems safe to 
report is thoroughly accurate.

ONE OF THE great foundation 


stones of modern civilization has been 
respect for documentary evidence. In 
the trial court, at the international con- 
ference table, in every form of contro- 
versy, the document has been viewed 
as the rock upon which sound judg- 
ments arc based. It is the assurance 
against arbitrariness and 
injustice. 


One would expect the immoral dicta- 
torships of the 20th century to ignore 
this cardinal clement in the 
free 


world's rule book of fair play. But, 
somewhat cv riously, they have "chosen 
instead to turn the notion of documen- 
tary proof to their own immoral ends. 
Russia, like its to.alitarian predecess- 
ors on the Axis side in World War II, 
manufactures documents like carnivai 
leaflets. You state the need for proof 
and they'll fabricate the document. 
They've gone far to degrade written 
proof. But not the whole way. Free 
men still must cherish it as ^superior 
evidence. It just calls for more pains- 
taking effort to separate Ihe false from 
the true.

Maryland locality from imposing 
the tax unless similar burdens 
were placed on other types of bus- 
inesses.

The Supreme Court agreed yes- 


terday to review a lower court 
ruling that the IBC be dissolved 
on grounds it monopolized cham- 
pionship bouts in violation of the 
antitrust laws. 


For Norris, IBC's president, the 


high court's action means at the 
least a reprieve of many months. 


Because of a crowded calendar, 


the court is not expected to hear 
the IBC appeal until next fall at 
the earliest.

Meantime, the tower court's rul- 
ing, issued last year.in New York, 
has been "suspended.

Virginia relations Monday. 


Gov. J. Lindsay Almond Jr. of 


Virginia sent a note of thanks to 
Gov. McKeldin for Maryland's re- 
cent legislative action in outlaw- 
ing slot machines on the Potomac 
River-
